Train Can Run 150 Miles an 


Hour—Great Britain is 


Building a Line. 


London, May 9.—The working model 


of a new style railway car and motor, 
running on a single rail, was exhibited 
last night to the leaders of the sci- 
entific world at the Royal society. 


The new railroad, it is declared, will 


revolutionize the railroad system of 
the world. It is declared to be the 
greatest invention of the present age. 


Nothing tnat ever has been preseVit- 


ed to the Royal society, which usually 
receives (ho first announcement of sci- 
entific discoveries 
in Great 
Britain, 


has aroused such enthusiasm as last 
night's demonstration. The great as- 
sembly remained until long after mid- 
night watching a marvelous 
vehicle 


circling about the hall. 


Strangest Car Ever Seen. 


What they saw was this: 
A minia- 


ture railway car or locomotive stand- 
ing entirely above a single rail, with 
apparently nothing to balance it. ran 
about the hall, turned sharp corners 
at high speed, crossed a single strand 
of wire cable in lieu of a 
bridge, 


climbed heavy inclines—all with per- 
fect stability. 


Sometimes the car was loaded, some- 


times empty. No attempt was made 


. to balance the load. The vehicle itself 
| diil that, instantly and automatically. 
; Every attempt to unbalance it resulted 


i in a paradox. If the load was piled up 
all on one side it seemed inevitable 
that the Vehicle would sag, if. Indeed, 
it did not topple over. But the over- 
loaded side automatically rose in pro- 
portion to the burden as the empty 
side was depressed. To the uninitiat- 
ed the thing was uncanny. 


The creator of this new system of 


locomotion is Louis Brennan. C. B.. 
the well known inventor of the Bren- 
nan torpedo. He told his audience 
briefly last night about his long search 
for an Ideal method of traction, and 
his success In finding it. He 
began 


studying the problem nearly 
thirty 


years ago. How to reduceifriction was 
his chief task. It is well known that 
only about 12 per cent, of the power 
generated by a locomotive Is actually 
used in drawing a train. 


Only a Gyroscope Toy. 


Early in his investigations Mr. Bren- 


nan began experimenting 
with 
the 


gyroscope—in other words, he began 
to study the ordinary spinning top 
with which any schoolboy is familiar. 
The principle of the spinning top is 
the secret of the seeming miracle of 
his new railroad -which he showed last 
evening. 


The inventor's own description of 


the result of 'his labors is 
simple 


enough for any one's comprehension. 
He said: 


"The characteristic, feature of this 


system of transportation is that each 
vehicle is capable of maintaining its 
balance upon an ordinary 
rail 
laid 


upon ties on the ground, whether it 
be standing still or moving in either 
direction at any rate of speed, notwith- 
standing the center of gravity is sev- 
eral feet above the rail and the wind 
pressure, a shifting load, centrifugal 
action, or any combination of these 
forces may tend to upset it. 


"Automatic stability mechanism of 


extreme simplicity, carried by the ve- 
hicle itself, endows it with this power. 
The mechanism consists essentially of 
two flywheels rotated directly by elec- 
tric motors in opposite directions at a 
high velocity, mounted so 
that 
by 


their gyrostatic action their stored up 
energy can he 
utilized. These fly- 


wheels mounted on high class bear- 
ings are placed in air exhausted cases 
so both air and journal friction is re 
duced to a minimum, consequently the 
power required to keep them in rapid 
motion is extremely small. 


Can Round Sharp Curves. 


"The wheels are placed in a single 


row beneath the center of the car and j 
are carried on bogies 
or compound 


bogies, which are not only pivoted tn 
provide for horizontal curves in the 
track but for vertical ones also. By 
this means the cars 
can run upon 


curves even of less radius than the 
length of the 
vehicle itself, or 
on 


crooked rails, or on rails laid over un- 
even ground without danger of derail- 
ment. 


"The motive power may be either 


steam, petrol, oil, gas or electricity, as 
considered most suitable for local con- 
ditions. In the first instance, however, 
it. had been decided to use petrol and 
an electric generating set carried by 
the vehicle itself to supply the current 
to the motor's stability mechanism. 


Cars Twelve Feet Wide. 


"Everything points to great econo- 


my resulting from making the cars 
wirier in proportion to their length 
than on ordinary railways. Therefore 
it has been decided to make an experi- 
mental wagon twelve feot. wide. For 
civil work in the colonies the vehicles 
probably will be two or three times as 
wide if not more. Brakes capable of 
being operated by pneumatic or'man- 
ual nower are provided for all wheels. 


"The rail only requires to be of the 


same weight as one of the rails of an 
ordinary line in order to carry Hie 
same load on the 
same number of 


wheels in each case. Th« ties also 
only require to be one-half the usual 
leneth. 


"The bridges would be of the sim- 


plest possible 
const.niction. a single 


wire hawser stretched across a ravine 
or river being all that is necessary for 
temporary work. Strange to say, the 
lateral swaying of the hawser does not 
disturb the balance of the cars, and 
the strongest, winds will fail to blow 
them off. In other cases for bridce 
building a single row of piles with the 
raii on ton suffice.;, or n single girder 
carrying the rail may be conveniently 
used. 


"Tho speed can be from twice to 


thrice that of ordinary- railways, owing 
to the smoothness in running and the 
total absence of lateral oscillation." 


England Building a Line. 


Two or three years aco Mr. Bren- 


nan's experiments had attained such 
a degree of success that they attracted 
the attention of the war department. 
and (ho government has caid 
the 


larger share of t'n'e espcnse ol the later 
development.
